(Victoria), John Kosmina (South Australia), Eddie Krncevic (Victoria), David 
Mitchell (South Australia) and, more recently, Frank Farina (North 
Queensland and Canberra). 

Even today, the leading new breed of strikers on a regular basis in the 
national team, with the exception of Graham Arnold and Scott 
Ollerenshaw, are again Victorian — Paul Trimboli and Warren Spink.

Chelsea’s Stamford 
Bridge and nearby 
Craven Cottage 
(Fulham) were both 
bought by property de- 
velopers, who are still 
trying to achieve their 
aim of covering the 
sites with luxury apart- 
ments. 

Queen's Park Ran- 
gers are now owned by 
the same company. 

Rumours and 
speculation over plans 
for Wimbledon to 
move from their 
Plough Lane ground 
have resurfaced at reg- 
ular intervals since 
their arrival in the 
League 12 years ago, 
intensifying as they 
have risen to unpre- 
ced::nted prominence. 

Millwall recently 
admitted that they 
were considering mov- 
ing from their ground, 
The Den, to a new 
purpose-built stadium 
in the same area. 

The main reason be- 
hind all this insecurity 
has been the phenome- 
nal rise in property 
prices in the capital, 
which have made clubs 
both vulnerable to hos- 
tile outside influences, 
and aware of their own 
potential value, 

However, for one 
club, Charlton Athle- 
tic, the anguish of

IN recent years virtually every League 
ground in London has come under 
threat from one source or another.

don, and The Valley in 
its heyday was the big- 
gest club ground in 
England. 

It is unique in the 
fact that it has never 
been full to capacity, 
even though the record 
crowd is over 70,000. 

However, after 
Charlton's most 
successful era in the 
1940s and 50s, the 
ground was sadly neg- 
lected, and by the 
1980s its vast crumb- 
ling terraces were be- 
coming unsafe and 
manifestly unsuitable 
for the more modest 
attendances that the 
team was then attract- 
ing. 

The woeful short- 
sightedness on the part 
of the club’s manage- 
ment allowed one of 
England's genuinely 
great football arenas to 
wither and, it seemed, 
to die. 

Although Charlton 
have rarely reached 
huge peaks on the 
field, the character and 
romantic appeal of 
The Valley made them

ENGLISH clubs will be able to return to 
European competition in the 1990-91 
season, provided their readmission is 
supported by the British government. 

UEFA president Jacques Georges announced 
the decision after a special meeting of the UEFA 
executive committee in Palmela, near Lisbon. 

English clubs were banned from European 
club competitions in 1985 after the Heysel Sta- 
dium disaster in Brussels which claimed 39 lives 
at the European Cup final between Liverpool 
and Juventus. 

Liverpool fans were blamed for the riots and 
English clubs banned indefinitely from all three 
competitions. 

“Having regards 


to the improvements in secur- 


ity of English football recently, the committee 
has decided to accept the re-integration of Eng- 
lish clubs in European competitions from 1990- 
1991,” Georges announced.

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COBRELOA, who 
won the Chil 
First Division 
for the fourth time 
last year, have 
made one of the 
most rapid rises to 
the top in their 
country’s history, 
and perhaps any- 
where in South 
America. 

Founded in January, 
1977, it took them only 
a year to gain promo- 
tion from the Second 
Division and in their 
first season in the top 
flight they took the 
vice-championship.
